Tbe Strife Between Cattlemen and 


Rustlers Becoming Inter- 


esting:. 


BUFFALO, W. T., April 12.— Full par- 


ticulars oF the fight at the T. A. ranch 
have just bsen received. The first inti- 
mation of an intended invasion by the 
cattlemen was a message saying that a 
train of armed and mounted men un- 
loaded at Casper. 
The rustlers and 


small cattlemen had little time to pre- 
pare for defense as the catt'emen arrived 
soon after aud at once- attacked thoK.C. 
ranch. 


A posse of rustlers were Bent to the 


rescue, but when they arrived the cattle- 
men had done their work and left. The 
house was Imrned aud the dead bodies 
oi Nate Champion and Dick Ray were 
found in the ruins. 


Leaving the K. C. ranch the cattle- 


men started for Buffalo and the raatlers 
organized and went to meet them. The 
cattlemen toofe shelter in the T. A. 
ranch, which the rustlers surrounded, 
and at daylight ou Monday the batlle 
began. Shots were exchanged all day, 
but the number of killed and injured 
cannot at present be learned. One cat- 
tleman eacapad from the ranch, presum- 
ably to get reinforce tnenta. 


The ruBtlsrs are scouring tho country 


for remforceruenfB, which are rapidly 
comlug in. The acting mayor of Bufial j 
has called on the governor for the state 
militia to assist the sheriff in quelling 
the disturbance.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.— A resolution 


was offered by Stewart yesterday in re- 
lation to the purchase of silver and the 
coinage of standard silver dollars was 
taken up. After an amendment by Sher- 
man, inserting the words "and details of 
the statement of the amount purchased 
each day," Stswart addressed tha senate 
on tbe subject. 


The joint resolution heretofore intro- 


duced by Mr. Palmer, proposing a con- 
stitutional amendment for tho election of 
United States senators by the people, 
wa*] taken up. 


Chand]er,3ddreB8cd the senate in op- 


position. "The time might come," eaid 
he, "when I would be convinced that such 
a proposition might be submitted, but I 
am not convinced of it at tbe present 
time. 1 will therefore state my objec- 
tions to it." 
He said he did ml pro- 


pose to gratify tbe Farmers' Alliance by 
voting for a constitutional amendment 
for which he thought there was no oc- 
casion. He epoke of the evil of caunuseE 
and argued that the present system ol 
electing senators was lees liable to fraud 
nnd abuse. Another objection waa the 
prespnt degraded condition of suffrage in 
the United^ States. 


Tbe joint resolution was referred to 


the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, end after passing a number of bills 
on tho calendar the senate adjourned.

Tccsox, A. T., April 12,— Tiie Santa 


Cruz Water Btoregd company yesterday 
Closed a contract with S. S. Watson of 
Los Angeles to construct an irrigating 
canal and xeeervoira in the Santa Cruz 
valley. The canal will bs seventy miles 
long, thirty feel wide at the bottom, and 
will be supplied from the Santa Cruz 
river and twenty storage reservoirs; 
500,000 acres of land will be reclaimed 
to agriculture, and 500 men and 200 
teams will be put to work next week. 


The cost ot construction ia estimated 


at $1,200,000. The enterprise is wholly 
backed by English capital. The hsad 
of the canal will be fifty miles aouth of 
Tucson and will ran north twenty miles. 
This is tbe largest irrigation enterprise 
yet inaugurated in Arizona.

These reports will bo considered first by 
our executive committee and then be re- 
ferred to the thirty gentlemen for final 
action. Wo have in OUT possession docu- 
ments of three Kurvoye between tide 
water and Silt Lake. 
They all go 


through Beckwith psen aud end ou. the 
Oakland aide of the bay. Ono runa 
through Oroville and another .through 
Eureka, Nev, Our chief engineer is now 
ou tho field revising one of these surveys. 
Railroad men tell me that one scheme 
can 
bs 
built 
and 
equipped for 


$12,000,000. In a general way"! think 
the cost will bo $15.000.000, probably as 
outside figures, $ 18.000,000 can be men- 
tioned. My expectation is that nil the 
money can be raised on thia coast, and 
if we finally incorporate this summer 
work will be commenced immediately 
and the road built in thirty months. My 
Idea of incorporation, and there is no 
doubt the company will be formed very 
soon, is to have a capital stock of about 
$25.000,000, with $2,590,000 paid up by 
the thirty gentlemen on our list. Then 
it will be practicable to float $ 15,000,000 
in bonda bearing 0 per uent interest. 
The road is a good business proposition, 
and id going to be built."

Cabbages, Swedo turnips or common 


white ttmiips, long or round, sugar 
beets, etc., may commonly be purchased 
of farmers—supposing, good reader, that 
you do not raise your own. 


These articles may be stored in a mod- 


erately cool hut dry cellar to advan- 
tage, simply being kept from freezing, 
and they will be found very handy in 
winter. Poultry confined in close runs 
andhousesfourorfivomonths during our 
cold northern winters require Koodartifi- 
cial feeding in variety to mako them lay 
at all during the frigid term, or to incite 
them to commence their work early in 
the spring. The provision of green food 
and cooked vegetables, mUed with their 
meal and grain at this period, is a grand 
need that must not bo lost sight of 
where the poulterer would do hia stock 
justice, and at the same time make the 
most out of their product, eeaeonably.— 
Poultry Yard. 


Grading Honey, 


These are tho rales that, after consid- 


erable discussion, were finally adopted 
by tho northwestern heo keepers' conven- 
tion for honey in the comb crated. 


First Grade—AH sections to be well 


filled; combs straight, of even thickness 
and firmly attached to all four sides; 
both wood and comb to be nnsoiled by 
travel stain or otherwise; all tho cells 
scaled and the honoy of uniform color. 


Second Grade—All sections well filled, 


bnt with combs unavea or crooked, de- 
tached at tho bottom or with bnt few 
cells unsealed; both wood and comb uu- 
soilod by travel stain or otherwise, and 
tho houer of uniform color. 


Third Grade—Sections with wood or 


comb, or both, travel stained or other- 
wise much soiled, and such as are lesa 
than three-fourtlig tilled with lioney, 
whether sealed or unsealed, and crates 
containing two or more colors.

SOS MARSHALS. 


Who May Ue Appointed and Wha 


Their Duties 


Are. 


There is a matter o: coneiderablo im 


portacce thfit cbould be called to the at 
tenticn of t:;u school trustees of thii 
county. 


The law rt-qiiires that the schoo 


boards cr the Euhoel trustees shall ap 
point a census mar&htil on or before the 
lal day of May in eaph year, to take the 
Echool census. 


As many of the trustees and parents 


are not quite familiar with the lair bear 
ing on this subject, and as the time for 
the appointment of the marshal is near 
at hand, the more important clauses o 
tbo law are given. They are us follows 


"All children of parents residing ii_ 


the district between the I5tb and olsl 
dsys of May, inclusive, who have 
reached their seventh birthday, most be 
enroled. 


"CeneuB marshals must he citizens of 


the Plate, nob less than 21 years of age. 


"Women niflv be appointed as census 


marshals, i< citizens and 21 years of aee. 


"A trustee of schools may act aa cen- 


lUfl marshal, if he haa been appoioted by 
the board-of trustees. But a trustee act- 
iug as census marshal cannot receive 
any pay for hia serviws. 


"The wifft or the aon or daughter of fl 


trustee may be appointed, if a cititsn 
and 21 years of ago. 


"Census merflhalg are civil officers and 


maat qualify by tnkiiiK the oath of office. 
A trustee acting ae ceneus nurahal must 
take the oath of office. 


"CeuBus oiarehais must be nppointcd 


liy tho board of education and boards of 
truateea; they cannot he elected by the 
people. 


"Census marshals report to the super- 


intendent ^thoy are not required to re- 
nort to anybody else. 


''No CBDBiia aarelial can delepate 


authority to any other person to take 
the ceonas for him. 


"1( the superintendent has reason fa 


believe that the census of any district, or 
portion of a diatrbt, has not been cor- 
rectly or honestly takeo, it is his dnty to 
reject the report of the census marshal^ 
appoint another marshal and have the 


B of the entire district retaken."

The couitaiiteo appointed to examine

Mrs. L. II. Hatch read a paper on 


"Drawing." 


J.H.Harding presented a paper on 


the "N'eeesaity for a Ship Canal." 


John S. Bore urged tho inatituta to 


persevere in the efforts to keep this im- 
portant matter before the public. 


D. F. Fowler said that places in hia 


vineyard that be had supposed would be 
a'^aya high nnd dry had now become 
ponda and were Blocked with fish. He 
believed that drainage is the handmaid 
of irrigation. It not only keepfl the 
land from becoming swampy, hut it also 
prevents the rising of alkali, one of the 
natural effects of irrigation is certain 
BOilfl. 
Mr. Harding cited the instance of a 


pond on tho road adjoining the Weber 
tract, where less than ten years ago 
wheat bad been grown. 
This pond in 


the road coat the supervisors $ 1900. 


OUT£ CULTURE. 


George 3. Koeding read an interesting 


paper on "Olive Culture." Tha interior 
•oantiee, he uaid, were better adapted to 
the culture of the olive than the coast 
conntiea. The black eca'.e id indigenous 
iotbecoaet counties. 
All varieties of 


olives do well in the interior, which ia 
not the cast! elsewhere. 


He fonnd tlie olive trees on the grounds 


of the Berkeley university destitute of 
fruit and was told that the early frosta 
had destroyed the blosEoruB. ' 


"We had several late frosts in Fresno 


last year, but there was no apparent 
damage to the fruit, for all the varieties 
with the exception of ono— the Rubra— 
whkh bore so heavily the last year that 
the strength of the trees was exhausted. 


"Some contend that the eea breu/e is 


an essential factor for tho olive. Tata is 
a mistaken idea. The olive is grown in 
Smyrna 70 and 80 miles inland. It aleo 
produces large crops of fruit in BoiU 
where other iruita would he a failure. 
The olive is not a success on heavy, wet 
land. 


THE QUESTION OF LA BOH, 


"Most of nn, both raiein and frait 


growers, know by Bad experience how 
important a part labor plays in profitable 
fruit growing here, and especially is thia 
brought to our attention during the pick- 
ing Reason when labor la at a premium. 
.Uow 
to overcome this diffieultyTiaa had 


the careful consideration of many (rait 
growers, as the high wages demanded 
and received by laborers, and especially 
the Chinese, i" entirely out of proportion 
to their real value. 
"I think a simple solution to that 


question wi!! be found in a greater di- 
versity o! crops, so that as soon as ono 
has been handled and disposed of, an- 
other will follow, and th'ua employment 
will he given to men for more months in 
the year with the reault that wages will 
not, during the fruit season, be as h'gh 
as in past yearn. 


"The olive ripeofl when all other crops 


have been gathered, some varietieu com- 
mencing to ripen with us November let 
and continuing until January let, thus 
givinc ample time to gather the crop, 
providing you will plant varieties in 
accordance with their timo of ripening. 
Labor at this season of the year is easily 
obtained at much lower rates and farther- 
more the fruit can haug on the tree sev- 
eral weeks without being damaged; 
rains are a benefit, are actually required, 
the trees gather increased vigor m the 
fall and the fruit filla out and ripens 
much more readily than it otherwise 
would. True, the olive does not came 
into bearing as aoon aq other trees, but 
taking into consideration tho differnuco 
between the profits of an olive orchard 
and that of some other variety of fruit on 
the same noil I feel satisfied when vonr 
trees do come iuto bearing you will be 
amply repaid for the time you have had 
to wait before receiving any returns. 


. 
AN EARLY BEABBB. 


"The olive commences to bear when 


about 4 years old and from that time on 
will increase in productiveness every 
succeeding year for an indefinite period. 
There are trees in Europe said to be 1000 
years old and still bearing large crops 
annually. A number of my treea com- 
menced to hear a few olives when 3 years 
old and since that time I have never 
known the crop to fail. 
"Just such eoilfi aa are not adapted to 


tho raisin grape are suited to the olive. 
I refer, of course, to the pRtsdy light 
loam, of vv hich there are many thousands 
of acr.?B in this vallev and which, in my 
opinion, ifl beat for the olive. 


"In making this statement I speak 


from actual experience and observation. 
I have nbont seventy-five acres planted 
to the olive on wiuli aoil as mentioned 
above. The oldeai of my 
treea are 


not more than 
7 years, 
and 
for 


tho 
last- 
3 
years 
have 
been 


loaded with frait, while olive trees of the 
Mission variety, Krowiup OQ the Fresno 
Vineyard company's place, on heavy ar- 
gillaceous soil, have never had on any 
ono of their treee, notv fully ten years 
old, as many olives as have been 
gathered from my trees when only six. 


"In planting an olive orchard the firnt 


step to be taken ia to plow your land 
pood and dftep, not lcf-3 than twelve 
inches; the deeper yon plow the better 
the reeulls. I have planted trees at the 
Fancher Crock nurspry 25 feet apart, 
many, however, recommend 30 and £G 
feet. In such soil aa I have 23 feet is a 
pood distance, and if eventually the trees 
do bscome too much crowded (it will 
take at loast 15 yearn) every other tree 
can ba cat onb and then the trees ml, 
not be too far apart." 


Mr, Road ing favored low pruning in 


this valley to preserve the bark from the 
heat of the pan. Olives may be safely 
transplanted whfn fonr and five years 
old, and trees as old as even twenty years 
years have removed without difficulty 
The Mission prodncen a superior quality 
of oil, bat it ia a fhy bearer. One of, the 
most decided objections to it ia the nn 
even ripening of the fruit. 


The Navadillo HI unco is a very rapi< 


grower and a beavv bearer, ripening be- 
tween November 15th and December 1st 
The Hanzanillo Is exrpndinaly hardy 
and wi!! resist heavy frosts. The fruit is 
larce and round, resembling the Quean 
and ripens in Novemtar. The Manza 
nillo nnd- Picholine nndnred a cold of l! 
degrees above zero, Fahrenhe:t,for a wee) 
—a cold that killed dale palms and hadlv 
nipped the orange trees. 


riCKIXa OL1TBB, 


The following instructions were given 


lor picking olives: Take a can of con 
cent rated lye; dissolve about one con in 
a gallon of water, n=ing an earthen VPR 
gel fir that pmpone. The strength o 
the ailnlion pliould In tested with & by 
dronvtar. Tho ncpcificiravit.y should no 
bamoreirnn lO'drsreee. 


If the olivs aro in a creen Btato tin 


striir.gth can bnp&fely n?nd. If ripo th 
kYtJrnmflter should not register mor 
thnn (i or 7 donrepB at the ontmde. I 
will take frnm 4 to 5 honra for tho lye to 
penetrate the oily*. 
After the olive 


have been labmerged for two hooit you 


•boold examine them erwr fifteen min- 
utes. Take one out, cut iuto it and u 
earn an the lye hai penetrated to the 
pit drain it off, which may be ««r- 
eined by a decoloration of the flctb. 
Sow poor (rest water over the olives, 
ud change this at l«»t three ttmw m 
day f.r four dayi.or until thetiaUof the 
jehM entirely diiappeared. 
Then diseolre salt in water, taking 


•boat twelve oancea to ef ery gallon, and 
after boiling for ten minutes add op* 
ounce of alum to every gallon to clarify 
he solution. This mixture ahould be 
poured over the olivea and in & few daya 
they will be fit to be eaten. 
Thui far no insect peeU have attacked 
he olivea here.

THE KEPUBLICAN GOT AN HON- 


EST MAN OUT OF JAIL. 


Tboniaa P. Byan and Others Procured 


His Discharge and Secured Em- 


ployment for Him. 


An article under the signature "Juni- 


per" appeared in THE REPUBLICAN laBt 
Thursday morning calling attention to 
he case of Gustave Bucholtz, a hard 
working German who came to this city 
with bid roll of blankets looking for 
work, and who was sentenced to five 


ays imprisonment in the county jail as 


a vagrant. 


The recital of the. facts contained in the 
rticle attracted widespread attention. 
Viuong tboso whose tympflthipa were 
aroused in Bucholtz1 befca!f were M. 
Ufifaner, the locksmith on J street, and 
Thomas P. Rvan, the attorney. 


Messrs. Ryan and Habner called upon 


Recorder Laning and requested him to 
evoke the sentence and allow Bucholta 
o go free from the RtiRina which a con- 
•ir.tion would otherwise havo left upon 
us name. 
Mr. Ryan appeared before the recorder 


veeterday afternoon and Bucholtz was 
irottght into court. 
"1 appear here not as an attorney for 


Ms poor man," began Mr. Ryan, "bnt 
aa an arnicas curitc. My attention was 
called to this casa through the columns of 
THH RKI'UBLICAX, and it occurred to me 
bV-Home hardship was wrought upon 
an innocent man. I have made some 
nquirv into the facts and I ascertained 
chat the arrestingofficer himself believes 
,hnt the prisoner pleaded ghiky because 
ie had been told by lh» officer that he 
lad committed au offense in sleeping in 
a barn without the owner's permission. 


"While it may be insisted that ho was 


guilty technically, he was really not 
;uilty in the sense of the law, because 
he spirit as well aa the letter of the law 
must be violated before guilt can be 
proved. Even if the law in this matter 
a as ifc was construed it is better to err 
in tht) side of mercy than on the Ride of 
ustice. I therefore move your honor to 
vacate the judgment of tho court and Bet 
aside the sentence in order that any 
stigma may be taken away from him. 


"Certain gentlemen who havo read of 


this case have offered to give this man 
Bteadv employment for a year if he is re- 
leased tduay. I thin • it is better to take 
A merciful view of this case and wipe 
may all technicalities. 
No harm will 


be done to anybody, and I am sore that 
I conld sleep hetler for it." 


The recorder vacated the judgment 


and gave Bucholtz a new trial. Bucb- 
oltz was Bworn and said that he had 
been only three years in tho United 
States and a year and ten months in 
California. He named persons for whom 
he had worked in San Joaquin county 
and in this county. lie said further- 
more that he did not know that be hat 
violated tho law until the arresting 
officer (old him so, nnd that waa the rea- 
son why he pleaded guilty. 


Recorder Lsning acquitted the prisoner 


saying at the name time: "I think un- 
der the circumstances that it will ho tc 
the injury of no one but to the benefit o: 
the people as well as of the individual. 
It has come to my knowledge also that i 
he is released today he will he given 
permanent employment, and I regard it 
Bimply as a mnttor of justice that he 
should be released. " 


TJnlcholtz was overjoyed at bis release 


and shook hnnds with Mr. Ryan and Mr 
Habner. 
He left town ehortly after 


wartln with Mr. Keyser to go to work on 
the Kearney tract.

Section fi, of ordinance No. 221, among 
thert things prescribes that doors and 
windows must be kept closed in houses 
of ill lame, so that the interior ot such 
ioii6m may not be visible to pasiera by. 
?he section was adopted some time ago 
jecaueo of the uornplnirits of respectable 
persons residing in the colonies and else- 
where whoso business required them to 
drive along some of the streets in the 
Chinatown quarter. 
Ever since the section was adopted the 


lens referred to have complained of tha 
estriction, as thev believed that it acted 
aa a hindrance to tho unla\Yful biL-iuusB 
n which they are engaged, and the male 
isngors on have lelt no means untried 
o secure Us repeal, or at least a modifi- 
cation of it, which would virtually 
amount to a repeal. 


They succeeded tolerablv well, as the 


report of Thursday night's meeting of 
tho city council will show. Mr. Alford's 
amendment, which was read for tha Orst 
ime, inserts the words "unprotected by 
wire screen or lattice blind." The effect 
of the amendment, if adopted by the 
council, will bo to allow the doors aud 
vindowa to remain open, provided that 
wire screens aud lattice blinds are used. 


The essential portion of Mr. Alford's 


amendment reada OS follows: "Or any 
>erBon who shall allow to be kept open 
)y day or night at door or window, un- 
jroteclen from public gaze by wire 
cretjii or lattice blind, any house of as- 
ignation, prostitution or ill fame shall 
)8 deamed guilty of a misdemeanor." 


Such houses as those mentioned in the 


ordinance are prohibited by law, and it 
g a parados that the city through its ac- 
credited renrcRBntutivcs should make 
tiles regarding the manner in which 
hey should be kept. The police have 
ample power to arrest any of these 
ronien for vagrancy should they bring 
heir calling into too much prominence. 
Any ordinance attempting to regulate a 
;rime is unconstitutional. 


The city council might just AS well 


adopt snch ordinances as these: 


"Any burglar who shall pursue his oc- 


cupation without wearing heavy soled 
shoes with brass hobnails iu the soles 
thereof shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, etc." 


"Each and every forger who shall use 


other than American ink in making the 
signature of the person whose name is to 
i D forged, shall bo deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, etc." 


"Each and every proprietor, dealer, 


casekeepcr, lookout man or other em- 
ploye of a faro game, who shall conduct 
;he said name in any other house than a 
2-story brick, or on any other btreet in 
tha city of Fresno except Mariposa street 
ehall bo guilty of a misdemeanor, etc."

FRUIT PESTS. 


COMMISSIONER ROEDING ADVISES 


THE1B EXTERMINATION. 


Bearing1 Pear aiul Apple Orchards 


Should he Sprayed Against 


the Codlin Moth. 


George C. Koeding, horticultural com- 


missioner, has IsEueil the following cir- 
ular: 
All orchardiets having bearing pear 
nil apple orchards should commence 
iraying the same immediately to protect 
lem from the ravages of the codlin 


moth. Many tons of fruit havo been lott 
n this valley every season on account of 
eglecting thia precautionary measure, 
he Hxpense of making this spray ia EO 
mall and the benefits from ueiog it are 
o satisfactory, that tbo owners of euch 
rchards should for their own benefit 
pray their fruit, for every cent expended 
n spraying will return dollars into their 
rickets. &ome varieties -of trees are 
nore affected by the codlin than others, 
he Beurre Clairfteau pear ia particular, 
which usually loses tho entire crop if the 
odlin is very bad. The work of the cod- 
n can nee all varieties of apples and pears 
o fall prematurely, and those fruits 
which do remain on the tree and ripen 


latent so bad an appearance thai they 
re almost unsalable. 
"The fruit is still in an upright posi- 


ion, this ia the best time to spray, the 
wash should bo so directed in applying 
hat it enters tho calyx end of the fruit 
s this is where the moth deposits her 
gge. The following is the formula for 
ho wash : One pound of paris green to 
no hundred and eighty gallons of water. 
The difficulty of making the par is green 
combine with the water is tho only 
objection to this wash, for it must be 
constantly etirred or elso the paris green 
will sfcttle to the bottom of the tank 
with the result that the leaves of the 
rocs will be burned. 
"To avoid this difficulty I h«ve nsad 


ono pint of ammonia to one pound of par i a 
green and with the addition of a email 


uantity of water the two soon aspimi- 
ate, aa ammonia combines readily with 
water there ia no difficulty of holding 
bis mixture in solution. I have sprayed 
my trees with (hie wash and tho results 
buy far have been very satisfactory, 
n orchards, heretofore, badly affected

application ; for the eecond brood ol 
moths will appear Eome time in the early 
mrt of next month. Burlap should by 
led around tho stem of each tree : a piece 
abnut sir inches wide will answer the 
purpose very well. It should be tied 
'ery tixhtly on the top, the lower end 
should be left loose so as to give the 
worms space to enter. 


"Everv eiirht or ten days the burlap 


should bo'tnlcen. off, and fill larvae found 
removed and burned. Tie the burlap 
around the tree as before and continue 
he operation mentioned during tho 
entire summer. In the shipping season 
all boxes containing apples and pears 
should be soaked for a few minutes in 
)oi!JDg water to kill all Kefma as the 
codlin moth has a ficnlly for depositing 
ts eggs in the small crevices. 
"It is impossible for this commission 


o visit every orch&rdist and notify him 
to ppray his trees, bat we trust tbis 
notice will be eufficimt, for all who do 
not take steps to eradicate tine pest are 
injuring themselves most of all, and are 
a menace to their 'more industrious 
neighbors who realize the danger of this 
pcet and do not allow an opportunity to 
ixterminate it po by unheeded.

for $15,010. ilo said that the proceed- 
ings would ruin me and leave me with- 
out a dollar. 'I was mad when wo began 
thia suit,' said Hatchings, 'and it- was 
mv purpose to take ever? dollar you 
had.' lie fiaid ho held the whole thing 
in his hand, and that Daniels could do 
nothing without him. 
" 'I share with Daniels and Daniels 


with me,' he continued; 'we have agreed 
to stand together. I will swear lor Dan- 
ibla and Daniela for utt>, and by the time 
wo get done with you you will not have 
a dollar.1 


"He said, 'what makes it a sure thing 


for us, wo have old Judge BudJ. and hia 
two eons are attorneys in the case. They 
get half. Hughes, a Stockton capitalist, 
will also get H share for furnishing us 
the money to go ahead with this suit.1 


'•I told Hutchings I would not give 


oiis cent. I would spend $100,000. or 
every cent I have, before I would pay a 
cent. 
"He said that 1 had little chance of 


getting well, and that I had too much 
property to leave it for my children in 
such shape, and that if I did not settle 
my children would, and that he would go 
and see them; that they had already 
agreed to settle it as soon as I was dead. 


"I still refused to pay any money, and 


he went away, 
"Shortly afterward I was served with 


pipers in this damage suit. 
"Bafore lone Mr. Hutcbiugs returned, 


elating that ho had been to Stockton and 
had come to see if the matter could not 
be settled. 


"When I told him that I would pay 


him nothing, he said he would go and 
eee my children as I was too feeble to at- 
tend to tbia business. 


"He camo back the neit day with a 


paper which he wanted me to sign. lie 
said again that he was very anxious to 
have the matter settled,and that! could 
settle it by signing a paper wbicti he had 
with him. I refused to sign it, and he 
went away, saying that he would see my 
children about it, as he way very anxious 
to have the matter fixed up as I was in 
very poor health,.and it would leave my 
property in very bad shape if I should 
die."This paper which he wanted me to 
sign I have now lost. I gave it to the 
foreman of the grand jury and ft was 
lost. I have made diligent search for it 
in company with members of the grand 
jury, and also in company with Daputv 
District Attorney Welsh. But I have 
never been able to find the paper, and 1 
don't know where it ia." 


Mr. Chorea wns crosa-examined by 
Frank H. Short. The following ia a 
synopsis of hie testimony: 


"i went to Lnne's Springs on the 4th 


or 5th of November, 1890, and made tho 
pin chase November 5th, and I had never 
seen tha property before the day I pur- 
chased it. I have been eick off and on 
since this trouble commenced. My sick- 
ness commenced at the springs and I 
was confined to my room continuously 
for six months. My relations with the 
Daniel's family continued intimate and 
friendly after I went to Lane's Springs. 
In one sense I am friendly with him 
now, and I feel sorry that such a man 
should begging in the way that he is. 
The first time I ceased to be friendly 
was when I was obliged "to defend my- 
self from hia attack. 
"Daniels had been telling me about hii 


Bnapiciona of his daughter for three 
years. They were hving at rny house 
and his wife com plained about Zua and 
whipped her for being oat late at nicht. 
I heard her hollering ap stairs. About 
midnight I heard more whipping and 
beard the girl crying. It was Daniels 
who was whipping her. 


CFIORCH AS A GUARDIAN. 


'Daniels then told me that as elder of 


hii church it was my duty to look after 
bis daughter while he was away preach- 
ing. He told me that Zaa was running 
with tbe boys. 
I asked him what 


authority he had for saying no. H« told 
me that the first evidence he had that 
she bad been conducting herself in that 
way was ever since she wasalittlo girl. 
He eaid also ihat the first time he had 
become eaU - lied of tbat fact was when 
he was or. ., ramping trip. They had a 
tent and had curtains stretched between 
their bed and Zua'a bed, and another 
curtain between Zua and two bnya. He 
told me that during the night Zua had 
hoiited up the curtain and had rolled 
into the boyd' tent. 


"He said thuf, he was BatisQofl at that 


time tbat that waa bar nature and that 
her conduct destroyed all the iuflueme 
of his preaehine, and I told him that I 
would do alt that I could. He told me 
to let her go with Alta Evert'a boy. The 
boy was somewhat younger than she 
was, and I didn't believe that that waa 
just to tbe boy. 
Daniels said tbat th* 


boy was young but that be htd an old 
head on him, and tbat he preferred tbat 
heshonld have his daughter go with a 
boy whoae parents belonged to 
bia 


church, than with any one else. 


A HASHING CLERK DISCIIABQED. ' 


"Daniels came to me one day and 
iked me if I was acquainted with Kut- 


ner, Goldstein & Co., aud he said 'I am 
going up there; they have been talkitiR 
about Zna.' I tried to persuade him 
that it was folly to go blazing away at 
Kutner & Goldstein for anything they 
might have said about hia daughter 
when he was talking badly about her 
himself. lie continued to biers away 
and said that he was going to make 
Kutner A Goldstein pay for it. 


"I went down with him to the store 


and he called Goldstein ont and he blazed 
»way at Goldstein about talking about 
Zua, who he then said was one of the 
most virtuous women in tbe world. 
Goldptein became very much excited 
and denied the charge. Finally it was 
found that one of tbe clerks had been 
twitted by another of.tbe clorks with 
h a vine some kind of Intimacy with her. 
I don't know what kind ft waa. Daniels 
soon found out that the clerk was not 
north any money, and Goldstein imme- 
diately discharged tho clerk. 


is TOE LORD'S IIAUDS. 


"On another occasion Daniels said to 


me,'Ton know very well what trouble 
I had with Zua, and I have found out 
that I wan watch SDR and trying to fUM 
one of tho strongest passions In the 
human family, And it was no use, BO I 
thought I would put her in the hands of 
the Lord and I have done ft and I hare 
had peace ever since. I let her HO with 
whoever she hu a mind to.' Then he 
aaid to me, 'I will ftdtin you Brother 


Church to do the Mine with TOOT grmnd-! 
daughter/ I told him that my grand-! 
daughter vat different from Zua, tod 
that jiut M long M I entertained m idt*' 
that f he *aa virtaoui and ku*w tbat the 
wae viriuouB, jast BO long would J watch 
her, if it took me da? and nidht. 


'•Daniels 
replied. 'Virtooua! Mr. 


Church; why there it not a girl of 
her age in Freaco that ia virtuous. I 
know all of them and there ain't none 
of them virtuona.' lie iiid, '1 suppose 
yonbava h*d Hattieexamined; 1 have 
had Xaa examined three times and the 
physicians all fcaid that ehe was virtuous, 
but you know better than tli*t becanae 
tha physicians can't tell anything about 
It.' 


ALLIQ1D JEALOVEV. 


"He was also jealous of hia wife and 


he aaked me to watch her and Hutch- 
inge. Daniels vaid, 'You will notice 
when I am here my wife is not familiar 
with me at all and pays no attention to 
what I say, but when she meeU Joe 
both of them look around to ceo who 
is looking at them, and if they think 
nobody aeea them they (top and talk 
half nn hour together at a time.'" 
The witness thereupon acted as a spy 


aa requeated and saw what Daniels bad 
told him, but nothing more. He be- 
lieved that Mrs. Daniels was a chute 
woman. 


'Trior to my coming on the stand,'1 


continued Mr. Church, "I may have 
stated to some persons that.Daniels bad 
talked somewhat indiscreetly about his 
diUKhter." 


At the close of a lout; argument on an 


objection the cuuit adjourned until 9.30 
thia uioruinj.

They remarked to 
Coon at the same time that he might aa 
well get florae money out of old man 
Church as not.

Major Coon was croaa-esatnined by 


Major Marcus Pollasky, it being Mr. Pol- 
Ifcflky's debut aa a lawyer iu this city. 
Mr. Pollasky made his reputation in 
Chicago ag a cross-examiner and ably 
sustained hie reputation yesterday. Bui 
he couldn't make Coon come down 
any. 


A LOST LETTKK. 


H. P. Gray of Lemoore testified that he 


received a letter last September, 
E. P. Daniels, in which the writer trlec 
to remind him of a conversation ii 
which Church waa alleged to have aaid 
that Zua Daniels bad come honestly by 
her penchant for the society of yonng 
men because Daniels and Mrs. Daniel; 
had been intimate before their marriage. 
Mr. Gray did not remember any such 
conversation and BO informed Mr. Dan- 
iele. 


Reuben Gray testified that Hutchinga 


and Daniels had approached him on a 
similar errand, but he was not aware 
that Church had made use of the re- 
marks EPcribed to him.

A RETKACTI03 DEMANDED. 


Ilobert Perrin told how Hutchings 


came into the room whore Church and 
the witness were on the Sunday after 
the complaint was filed in the dam- 
age case. Church was very low and was 
lying sick in bed. Hatchings eaid that ho 
was very desiion? of having this law enit 
settled, aud that it would t- ke ?1Q,QOO to 
settlolt. He said that if Church would 
pay this $10,000 all tho proceedings 
nould be dismissed, and that if it was 
nut settled in thnt way there would be 
instituted two other law suite on a simi- 
lar charge. He added that it was of no 
use for Church to try to get out of it, 
cause Hatchings had such testimony 
as would certainly convict him, becauee 
tbey could prove tbat he had used cer- 
tain expressions about this girl. 


Mr. Perrin said to Church, "I dont 


know whether you slar.dered this young 
woman, but it ia a very serums business. 
If yon are guilty of having done so you 
woald better Battled the matter." Mr. 
Church rose np in bed and denied that 
he was guilty. Hatchings waa very con- 
fident that he had Church in such a way 
that he could not escape. 


Some days after that Church showed 


the witness a paper asking 'hat Churob 
should admit that he made UBS of the de- 
famatory language mentioned in the 
complaint, and tbat he bad received the 
information from outside parties and 
that he had since become convinced 
tbat tbia statement about tbe girl was 
not true. He asked Church to retract 
tho statement and beg her pardon. The 
paper wnn in the form of n. retraction. 


Church asked Ferrin 
whether he 


would advise him to sign the paper. The 
witness advised him not to do so because 
Church had always titd him that he had 
not uaetl the Unguagj imputed to him. 


Elc-er J. L. Wooa of Eureka, Cal.. 


was aeked as to EOSIIC statements alleged 
to have been made by Duutels at a camp 
meeting in Oakland. He said; 


"After wo had been taking about an 


hour in the ramp imcting Mr. Church 
excused hioieeif aud said that he wanted 
to go away. Daniels reque.-ttd him not 
to go away FO soon. '1 know what you 
are so une.isy for,' Daniels eaid, 'You 
want to look iifier No.-ah.' 


CHURCH'S INTEREST IN NOR AH. 


'Mr. Church replied, 'Yes, I have an 


interest in her; I have had her watched, 
and I know that Ehe IB all right and 
pure, and I want to keep her so.' Dan- 
iels aaid, 'I have had Zua examined 
three times hy physicians and they a«y 
she ia all right, but you know what tbat 
is; I would not give that (snapping hie 
finger) for her being pure. My wife ant' 
I used to watch her, and now wo have 
stopped watching her; we don't worry 
about it any more.' 
"On another occasion," continued the 


witness, "£ raid it's a pity this thing 
can't ba aeltled without going to law. 
Its a church affair and it's too bad. He 
said yes, but that he had his back up, 
that Daniels bad sued Church and thai 
HutcbingB was going to BUB him too." 


Frank H. Short took the grave anc 


reverend witnecs in hand far cross-exam- 
ination, and elicited some interesting 
fucta regarding the past life of Elder 
Wood. 
The witness aaid "that he joined.the 


Adventiats church three or four years 
ago and never belonged to any other 
church, but I dropped out of the church 
about ten yeara ago." 


A MABRYING MAN. 


"Did you drop oat or were you drop- 


ped ont?" 1MB asked. 


"I believe I was dropped out." 
The information waa drawn from the 


witness that bo wai married in 1871 or 
1872 and that he bad five children. He 
lived with tbia wife about nine yoara and 
lie dtd not now bnow whether she was Hv 
ing or not.

866 or 18*7, Wt bo lind with ttui wife 
boat one j«v. lie did not know 
whether or not ihevM Mill Utter. She 
eft him tad he did not ot a divcrc*. 
Then the witnwf, came to California and 


iamcd another lady becaure he hud re- 


ceived • letter fronfthe eatc ttatia« tint 
bis wife had Mcured a divorce from him, 
although the fact was that he had never 
wen served wilh any papers. He left 
tla second wife. 


SLOPED WITH A XA1DEK. 


"Didn't you go away with another 


ady without getting married to her?" 
asked the lawyer. 


"Yes sir," replied the witnets. 
"Waa not that what yon were turned 


out of the Adientist church for?" 
'I don't know, but I have no doubt oi 
it." 


'At that time you had not secured ft 


divorce from wife No. ii?" 


Sue told me that the had obtained a 


divorce from me." 


"Have yon married this woman you 


ran away with the last time?" 
"No air." 
"Hadn't you been living with her?" 
"No sir." 
" Wiien you wont ofi with her you bad 


five children?" 


"No; 1 had but three children." 
The witness admitted that he was 


arrested and confined in the Solauo jail 
for abducting a girl 17 or IS yearn of age. 


"\Verevoanot arrested for abductiug

The witness did not know that that 


was the charge, hot he waa diecharged 
without a trial. The witness waa a car- 
penter by trade, and was not an elder. 


Dr. M. B. Kellogg related how be hid 


gone to Daniels and tritd to dissuade 
him from bringing euitagADEt the beat 
friend that he bad in tbtt world. 
Dan- 


iela said that hu waa arced hy two par- 
ties to bring the Euit, and that thoeo 
parties were llngle and Joe Hutchingf. 
The witness asked him as to the terms 
on which the suit; might be settled and 
be said thai ho could not make an; 
terms and that it should be settled will 
his attorney, and that the ntuiey was to 
be divided dollar for dollar. 


Tha witness told him that Daniels 


nonltl not afford to let the matter go to 
trial, because it would bring tbe reputa- 
tion of Daniels' wife and daughter into 
tb& case.' 


KOTU1NQ WRONG WITH ZUA. 


Daniels said that he knew what the 


testimony on that point was. Tho wit- 
ness asked him if ha was ever out camp- 
ing with some friends. Daniels said: 
"I was, and 1 suppose that will come ont. 
Tbat is true tbat Zua raised the tent aud 
rolled iu with a youne fellow, but the 
young fellow swears that nothing im- 
proper occurred between him and Zua."

5, Charch had slandered 
her maliciom ly by having accused her ol 
being everything but a decent woman. 
The writer asked the witnees whether 
Church had not called Zua Daniels BO and 
BO to her. He said also tbat Church had 
robbed her of her home and had sep- 
arated her from her children and WOB a 
vile slanderer. 
The other letter was in a great degree 
a repetition of ths first. The writer 
begged of her in the interest of the re- 
posing ashes of her dead husband to 
arise and vindicate her character. He 
said also that Church bad said twenty 
years ago that the witness was inclined 
to be criminally intimate with every man 
she met. When the witness declined to 
prosecute Chnrch Daniels told her that 
he would see tbat she was provided for. 


Sbo had a conversation with Daniels 


in Stockton, in which Daniels said that 
he would like to stamp Church's vile 
body into the earth, to fear his eyes ont, 
and that he was a vile wretch. 


AS IBDIGNAST WIDOW. 


Mr. Short proceeded very gently and 


gingerly to elicit from ths lady some of 
the facts of her'biography. 


You are a widow, Mrs.'Bflirr?" he 


asked. 


'Yes, sir," sweetly and resignedly 


responded the lady. 
"Is your—ahem—joar firat hnsbitd 


dead aUo?" 


Mra. Barr tamed a look upon the 


attorney that should baio been sufficient 
to Inve'petntied him.

DanielB said 
tbat he could pne Church for a slander 
on Mrs. Daniels or Zua Daniels or an- 
other person, and th*y said they could 
make $100,000 il they could carry the 
three Buita through. Daniels said that 
he thought it would be beat to begin tho 
suit with Zua because it wonld not ro to 
begin the suit with Mrs. Daniels, for the 
reasont that Borne thtofts had been raid

On another occasion Hutchlnc* toM 


the witniM that if his father didnot Mi- 
tie with him and liar* the CAM ^j^ttM 
he would ruin, aim; that the cue we* 
to come up before Judge Badd ud that 
hia two SOUB were the lawyer* ia th* 
rase aud they were to get half of what 
they recovered in the case. *'0f course 
we are going to win," added Uutchinga. 
The coort here adjourned 
an til 9
